To Their Fullest Capacity 
and 
Working Hard to Keep Up 
With Orders.

FATAL DISEASES. 


The annual report of Hon. J. W. 
Knaub, chief inspector of the 
state 
department of workshops and factor­ 
ies, covering the 
fiscal year ending 
November 15 ,1899, was 
filed with 
Governor Nash on Monday. 
The report gives further evidence 
of the prevailing prosperity 
among 
the 
laboring classes. 
Mr. Knaub 
says: 
“Everywhere the inspector found 
the factory crowded to its fullest ca­ 
pacity and straining every point to 
fill its orders. The hum of the ma­ 
chinery was as music to the ear of the 
mechanic and seemed to serve 
the 
purpose of lightening the burden of 
his labors and leave impressed on his 
countenance the smile of contented-! 
ness.” 
The report shows that there were • 
in operation during the year an in­ 
creased number of factories of all de­ 
scriptions, that there has been a con­ 
siderable increase in the wages paid 
employes and that general conditions 
everywhere are improved. 
Detailed 
reports of the terrible explosions at 
the Aetna powder works at Xenia on 
July 21, and that at Gibsonburg on 
Oct. 13, are given. 
The number of shops and factories 
inspected during the year was 2,913. 
689 more than in the previous year. 
Seventeen mercantile establishments 
were inspected, and 3,979 buildings, an 
increase in the latter of 593 over 1898. 
These were classified as follows: 
Bakeries, 781; public halls, 167; col­ 
leges, etc., 116; opera houses, 15; ho­ 
tels, 39; 
churches, 
39; 
tenement 
houses, ll; high explosive stores, 7; 
miscellaneous, 30. 
There were 43 
accidents causing 
death reported to the department and 
688 causing injury; total, 731, an in­ 
crease of 324 over 1898. 
Few com­ 
plaints of the employment of minors 
have come to the office. 
Mr. Knaub says upon the subject bf 
the inspection of boilers by the de­ 
partment: 
“Every year this department has re­ 
ceived numerous letters from persons 
living in close proximity to or em­ 
ployed in establishments 
containing 
boilers supposed to be dangerous, re­ 
questing that an inspection be made, 
but no such authority being vested in 
the department, such requests could 
not be granted. 
“In almost every one of our annual 
reports boiler inspection has 
been 
urged. Explosions of steam boilers 
are of frequent occurrence, and 
a 
law to provide for bpiler inspection 
would, in great measure, lessen the 
danger."

Two Thousand And Eighty-five People 
in Ohio Died from Pneumonia 
Last Year. 
The deaths by diseases in Ohio as 
shown by the tables just compiled 
by Secretary of State Kinney show 
some very interesting statistics. 
The system and classification 
is, 
with very little change, that known 
as the Farr system, as used by Dr. 
Farr, of London. 
The classifications are zymotic dis­ 
eases, constitutional 
diseases, local 
diseases, development diseases and 
violent deaths. 
ear? 
Under the first class, zymotic, the 
largest number of deaths were: From 
cholera infantum, 892; 
croup, 
466; 
diphtheria, 486; scarlet fever, 274; ty­ 
phoid fever, 1,249; la grippe, 398. 
There are reported under this head 
14 deaths from smallpox. 
Under the head of constitutiona 
diseases deaths from paralysis num 
bered, 1,566; convulsions, 561; 
apo­ 
plexy, 431; valvular diseases of the 
heart, 684; pneumonia, 2,085; conges 
tion of lungs, 328; 
bronchitis, 216; 
ascites, 481; brights disease, 770. 
Under developmental disease, old 
age caused the most deaths, there be 
ing 2,060. There were 632 infants still 
born. 
Under violent deaths the 
largest 
number of deaths is from fracture or 
contusion, 491; drowning, 130. 
Under this class there are reported 
deaths from suicide, 165; homicide, 42 
and deaths from an .esthetic agents 
16.

the factory crowded to its fullest ca­ 
pacity and straining every point 
to 
fill its orders. 
The hum of the 
m a­ 
chinery was as m usic to the ear of the 
mechanic and seemed to serve 
the 
purpose of lightening the burden of 
his labors and leave im pressed on his 
countenance the smile of contented­ 
ness.’' 
The report shows th at there were \ 
in operation during the year an in­ 
creased num ber of factories of all de­ 
scriptions, th a t there has been a con­ 
siderable increase in the wages paid 
employes and th at general conditions 
everywhere are improved. 
Detailed 
reports of the terrible explosions at 
the Aetna powder works a t Xenia on 
July 21, and th at at Gibsonburg on 
Oct. 13, are given. 
The num ber of shops and factories 
inspected during the year was 2,913. 
689 more than in the previous year 
Seventeen m ercantile establishm ents

Itself will be abandoned early

The plan of the operators is 
to have each of the big corporations 
Start up a few mines and keep them 
going at all costs.

OSE STRUCK HIM IN THE BREAST. 


jhe Assailant Im m ediately Knocked Down 
1 by the Postmaster of Cripple Creek. 
Bough Riders Forced a Way For the 
Covers >r t > His Train. 


Cripple Creek, Col., Sept. 27.—Gover- 
lor Roosevelt had an exciting experi­ 
ence at Victor, a few miles from Crip­ 


p le Creek, among the mines, where 
a demonstrative crowd had assembled. 
The governor had a narrow escape 
from serious personal violence. 
The 
incident was the only one of the kind 
that has occurred during the progress 
of the trip slid it is said that the 
trouble was occasioned by 
a 
small 
hotly of roughs who had been organ­ 
ized and paid for the purpose of break­ 
ing up the meeting. 
The men en 
gaged were few in number, but very 
violent in their attack. 
Governor Itosevelt spoke at Armory 
ball, which was lilied. Ile had hardly 
began speaking when he was inter­ 
rupted by noisy demonstrations. 
Ile 
baul: 
“In my state the men who were put 
on the common platform to draw tip an 
anti-trust platform ut the Kansas City 
convention had at that 
time 
their 
pockets stuffed with ice trust stock. 
The Democrat leader in New York, 
Richard Croker, upon whom you base 
your only hope, aud it is a mighty slim 
hope, too, was another great stock­ 
holder and if, in fact, you were to 
read through the list of stockholders in 
that trust it would sound like reading 
the roll of the members of Tammany 
hall.” 
A voice cried: “W hat about the rot­ 
ten beef?” 
The governor replied: ‘‘I ate it, aud 
you will never get near enough to be 
hit with a bullet, or within live miles 
of it.” 
Governor Roosevelt succeeded in fin­ 
ishing his remarks, though there was 
an evident intention 
among 
those 
present that he should not do so. When 
the governor left the hall with his 
party to go toward the train he was 
surrounded by a company of Rough 
Riders, commanded by Sherman Bell, 
one of his own soldiers in the Spanish 
war. 
lie was also accompanied by 
General Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston; 
John Proctor Clarke, of New York; 
General Irving Hale, or Colorado; 
United States Senator Walcott. Frank 
C. Goudy, candidate for governor of 
Colorado; Percy S. Ryder, candidate 
for lieutenant governor; A. M. Steven­ 
son, 
Lieutenant 
Tice 
aud 
several 
others. 
< tovernor Rosevelt and

party 
were on foot. A crowd of boys and 
men began throwing stones and shout­ 
ing for Bryan. 
The Rough Riders, 
mounted and unmounted, closed 
in 
around the governor to protect him 
from assault by the mob. 
One made 
a 
personal 
attack 
upon 
Governor 
Roost*volt and succeeded in striking 
him a blow In the breast with a stick 
The asailnnt wag immediately knocked 
down by Daniel BI. Sullivan, postmas­ 
ter of Cripple Creek. 
A rush was then made by the mob, 
to drag the mounted men in khaki uni­ 
forms from their horses. The men on 
foot, also in khaki, closed around the 
governor, making a wedge which push­ 
ed through the crowd, and they finally 
sticceedd in gaining the train, which 
was surrounded by the mob. 
By this time there were probably 
1,000 or 1,500 excited people in the vi­ 
cinity, and fisticuffs were exchanged 
on all sides. 
Many of the mob were 
armed with sticks and clubs, sonle 
with rotten potatoes, stale eggs and 
lemons. 
The entire 
party 
regained 
the train, however, without serious in­ 
jury and it pulled out of the place with 
the Rough Riders on the rear plat­ 
form. 
Governor Roosevelt, while regretting 
the occurrence, was not disturbed bv 
the incident, and was ready to proceed 
with his speeches in Cripple Creek.

"In my state the men who wore put 
on the common platform to draw up an 
anti trust platform at the K ansas City 
convention had a t th at 
time 
their 
pockets stuffed w ith ice tru st stock. 
The Democrat leader iii New York, 
Richard Croker, upon whom you base 
your only hope, and it is a mighty slim 
hope, too, w as another great stock­ 
holder and if, in fact, you were to 
read through the list of stockholders in 
that trust it would sound like reading 
the roll of the m em bers of T am m any 
hall.”

A rush w as then m ade by the mob, 
to drag the m ounted men in khaki uni­ 
forms from their horses. The men on 
foot, also in khaki, closed around the 
governor, m aking a wedge which push­ 
ed through the crowd, and they finally 
sncceedrt In gaining the train, which 
was surrounded by the mob. 
By this tim e there were probably 
I,OOT) or 1,500 excited people in the vi­ 
cinity, and fisticuffs w ere exchanged 
on all sides.

fiscal year ending 


November 15 ,1899, was 
filed with 
Governor Nash on Monday. 
The report gives further evidence 
of the prevailing prosperity 
among 
the 
laboring 
classes. 
Mr. 
Knaub 
says: 
“ Everywhere 
the 
inspector found 
the factory crowded to its fullest ca­ 
pacity and straining every point 
to 
fill its orders. 
The hum of the 
ma­ 
chinery was as music to the ear of the 
mechanic and seemed to serve 
the 
purpose of lightening the burden of 
his labors and leave impressed on his 
countenance the smile of contented­ 
ness.” 
The report shows that there were 
in operation during the year an in­ 
creased number of factories of all de­ 
scriptions, that there has been a con­ 
siderable increase in the wages paid 
employes and that general conditions 
everywhere are improved. 
Detailed 
reports of the terrible explosions at 
the Aetna powder works at Xenia on 
July 21, and that at Gibsonburg on 
Oct. 13, are given. 
The number of shops and factories 
inspected during the year was 2,913. 
689 more than in the previous year 
Seventeen mercantile establishments 
were inspected, and 3,979 buildings, an 
increase in the latter of 593 over 1898 
These were classified 
as 
follows 
Bakeries, 781; public halls, 167; col 
leges, etc., 116; opera houses, 15; ho 
tels, 
39; 
churches, 
39; 
tenement

The governor had a narrow escape 
from serious personal violence. 
The 
incident was tile only one of the kind 
that has occurred during the progress 
of the trip a'nd it is said tout the 
trouble was occasioned by 
a 
small 
body of roughs who had been organ­ 
ized and paid for the purpose of break­ 
ing up the meeting. 
The men en­ 
gaged were few in number, but very 
violent in their attack. 
(Jovernor Kosevelt spoke at Armory 
hall, which was lilied, lie hail hardly 
began speaking when he was inter­ 
rupted by noisy demonstrations. 
Ile 
said: 
'•In my state the men who were put 
on the common platform to draw up an 
anti-trust platform ait the Kansas City 
convention had ait that 
time 
their 
pockets stuffed with ice trust stock. 
The Democrat leader in New York, 
Richard Croker, upon whom you base 
your only hope, aud it is ai mighty slim 
hope, too, was another grout stock­ 
holder and if, in fact, you were to 
read through the list of stockholders in 
that trust it Would sound like reading 
the roll of the members of Tammauy 
hall." 
A voice cried: “W hat about the rot­ 
ten beef?” 
The governor replied: “I ate it. aud 
you will never get near enough to lac 
hit with a bullet, or withiu live miles 
of it.” 
Governor Roosevelt succeeded in fin­ 
ishing Ids remarks, though there was 
an evident intention 
among 
those 
present thait he should not do so. When 
the governor left the hall with his 
party to go toward the train lie was 
surrounded by a company of Rough 
Riders, commanded by Sherman Bell, 
one of his own soldiers in the Spanish 
war.

Roosevelt and succeeded in striking 
him a blow in the breast with a stick. 
The asailant was immediately knocked 
down by Daniel M. Sullivan, postmas­ 
ter of Cripple Creek. 
A rush was then made by the mob, 
to drag the mounted men in khaki uni­ 
forms from their horses. The men on 
foot, also in khaki, closed around the 
governor, making a wedge which push­ 
ed through the crowd, and they finally 
succeed cl in gaining the train, which 
was surrounded by the mob. 
Ry this time there were probably 
1,000 or 1,800 excited people in the vi­ 
cinity, and fisticuffs were exchanged 
on all sides. 
Many of tile mob were 
armed with sticks and dulls, so n ic 
with rotten potatoes, stale eggs and 
lemons.

tin* train, however, without serious in­ 
jury and it pulled out of tile place with 
the Rough Riders on the rent* plat­ 
form.
